Field Checking of QSL Cards 
by N6QQ and N6HC 


QSL cards for new DXCC awards and endorsements 
may be checked by an approved DXCC Card 
Checker. This program applies to any DXCC award 
for an individual or station. Awards available can be 
found in Section |: Basic Rules, Rule 1. 


1) Entities Eligible for Field Checking: 
Except for 160 meters, cards for all current and de- 
leted entities dating back to November 15, 1945 can 
be checked. Cards for 160 Meters can only be 
checked by card checkers who currently hold an ac- 
tive 160 Meter DXCC. Check out the complete list of 
DXCC 160 Meter Card Checkers. 


CQ AWARDS: CQ Awards except 160 Meter WAZ, 
Digital WAZ, 6 Meter, Satellite, EME and 5BWAZ en- 
dorsements and new 5BWAZ applications with 170 or 
more zones.

Now there’s only one arbiter 
of the “Most-Wanted” DX 


DX Magazine announced in mid-November its “Most- 
Wanted” DX rankings based on reader surveys will 
no longer be published to avoid duplication with 
ClubLog’s computer-generated “Most-Wanted” list. 


The magazine reported that its reader surveys corre- 
lated closely with ClubLog’s rankings of “Most- 
Wanted” and ClubLog’s list would suffice for the DX 
community. 


ClubLog currently has 47,500 registered callsigns in 
its database with 320 million QSOs logged. This mas- 
sive sample size generates consistently-accurate real 
-time indicators of the most-sought DX entities. DX 
Magazine’s surveys of readers, as with most surveys, 
involved a lag time and much smaller sample sizes. 
The magazine had conducted its surveys for nearly 
25 years.

Or as the Fox Sports 
announcer Joe Buck famously says after an outcome doesn’t materialize, “—-See you next year 


But last weekend’s CQ WW CW contest had very quiet bands and thankfully more of this calm is predicted for 
the month of December. 


The latest NOAA/USAF solar flux index forecast for December 2015 (left chart, below) shows a near-constant 
100-115 Solar Flux Index over the entire month. The latest NOAA/USAF planetary A-index forecast (right chart 
below) is for remarkably stable geomagnetic conditions—ranging from 5 much of the month to briefly 25 during 
and just after our December 6 Holiday Party. Enjoy the Holiday Season on the bands. ®
